Reasons Why Rules on this Subject may be Needed and What They 
Might Accomplish: This rule making will amend the types of pilotage 
assignments subject to the requirement for 10 hours rest with the op- 
portunity for eight hours of sleep after completion of an assignment. 
Puget Sound pilots recently implemented several measures to increase 
dispatching efficiency and pilot availability while observing state 
mandated rest rules. One of those measures is to allow a pilot to be 
dispatched to multiple assignments as long as the combined duration of 
the assignments does not exceed 13 hours. This rule-making initiative 
is to consider and codify that change.
